XX in three lines in wreath. Diocletian, after all, was only COS V in 294, and 
not COS X until 308, three years after his abdication in 305! It may be doubted 
whether there was actually anything “saecular” or any connection to the birthday 
of Rome in the celebration of Diocletian’s decennalia in 293-4; this may be just 
a conceit of the mint of Lugdunum to commemorate what were in fact ordinary 
decennalian celebrations. See Bastien’s discussion, with a somewhat different 
interpretation, in Lyon, pp. 73-75.

11-287), but the Greek K on reverse should indicate that she is instead the 
personification of Constantinopolis. The only other letter found on the early coins 
of this sort is the Greek rho for Roma, coupled with a helmeted bust of Roma 
on the obverse. And indeed, as Bendall points out, a portrait exactly like that on 
our coin, including the unexplained semicircular addition to the pearl diadem, is 
actually labeled CONSTANTINOPOLIS on an anonymous bronze coin, RIC VIII 
pi. 9, 106, which on Bendall’s suggestion should also be attributed to the mint 
of Constantinopolis and dated to the celebratory issue for the city’s dedication 
in 330 AD. Aside from the usual images of Constantinopolis wearing a crown of 
towers or a helmet, a figure of Constantinopolis seated, with her hair visible as 
on our coin and possibly also wearing a diadem, appears on gold medallions 
of Constantius II, Constans, and Valens, Gnecchi Medaglioni I, pi. 9.13, pi. 
11.9-10, pi. 13.1-2, pi. 16.2, pi. 17.2. On this unusual type see Dressel, Berlin

Aithough Commodus’ memory 
had been condemned by the Senate after his assassination, Septimius Severus 
rehabiiitated and consecrated Commodus in 195 AD, at the time when he 
deciared that he himseif was a son of Marcus Aureiius and thus the brother 
of Commodus. Oniy the mint of Aiexandria, however, immediateiy issued 
coins for the consecrated Commodus, choosing a standard CONSECRATIO 
reverse type but copying an obverse iegend of the iiving Commodus in 184. 
Perhaps the mint was infiuenced by its own issue of denarii for Commodus 
in 192, which strangeiy aiso used the same oid obverse iegend of 184. The 
first numismatist to attribute the CONSECRATIO denarius of Commodus to 
Aiexandria was Roger Bickford-Smith in c. 1990; in RIC Mattingly had attributed 
this denarius to the mint of Rome, whereas in BMC he revised his opinion 
and considered the coin to be a mere ancient forgery. The CONSECRATIO 
reverse type suggests a date after Commodus’ rehabilitation in spring 195, and 
this date is confirmed by the predominantiy inverted die axis of the surviving 
specimens, since in its production for Septimius Severus and Juiia Domna the 
Aiexandrian denarius mint demonstrabiy changed from predominantiy upright 
to predominantiy inverted die axes at around the beginning of 195. The oniy 
other known coins of Divus Commodus are in the series of antoniniani of deified 
emperors produced by Trajan Decius and then Trebonianus Gaiius in 251 AD, 
occasioned by their decision to doubie the vaiue of masses of circuiating denarii 
by restriking them as antoniniani.

487. THAI AYUTTHAI SANDSTONE BUDDHA HEAD, ca. 17th Century AD This

sandstone. While the piece has numerous abrasions it is still a good example of 
Ayutthai style.

They were made to flank a central image of a Mandalay Buddha and are 
represented as listening to the words of the Buddha, one seated and the other 
with a gesture of adoration.

498. JAPANESE MEIJI POLYCHROME WOODEN DANCER, ca. 1900 AD This 

beautifully modeled Japanese dancer is dressed in richly decorated costume 
including a long flowing robe with rippling shorttrain behind him. The piece is painted 
in rich white, red, black, gold, green and yellow detail. He is likely a Kabuki character.
